The Cook County kicker asked leave to expiain 
his vote, and, when it had been granted bim, 
spoke bis little piece about as follows: 

„ Mr. Speaker: I have not @eretofore cast 
my vote in this joint assembly tor Mr. Morri- 
son for Senator. I nave not done so because I 
believed his views on certain questions of pub- 
uo policy were not in harmony with the opin- 
ions of my constituents. Still, I have not 
taken my stand as an independent member, 
but have remained as perfect a: Democrat as 
any one on this side of the House. I have 
never been willing to vote forany one but a 
Democrat, and I claim to have done 
as much towards Mr. Morrison's election 
as any one, because I never waited 
for absentees, but always recorded my vote. 
It is said that this Legislature shou!d have 
elected a Senator long before this, but it is not 
my fault if tha, has not been done; but I de- 
lieve it is time we did something. I am will- 
ing, as long as my constituents do not direct 
me otherwise, to sacrifice my own preferences. 
Therefore, in the interest of harmony, in the 
interest of Democracy, and in order that Grover 
Cleveland’s hands may be strengthened in the 
United States Senate, I cast my vote for WIll- 
iam R. Morrison.“ 

The speech was greeted with some applause 
by the Democrats, but the whole performance 
was so perfunctory that the enthusiasm soon 
died out.

was begun Senator Duncen was recognized by 
the Chair. He pronounced the funeral cretion 
over Morrison somewhat as follows: 

„Ma. Speaker: As Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic caucus 1 desire at this juncture to com- 
municate to this body some few remarks that. 
pertain to tne action of this joint Assembly. 


Two weeks after the organization of both 


branches of this Legislature the Democrats in 
the General Assembly, in caucus convened and 
with practical unanimity, selected as their 
nominee the honorable gentieman whose name 
has attracted so much attention. It was hoped 
that with the aid of the incoming Administra- 
tion he would be elected. The Democrats of 
this Assembly have practically stood by Mr. 
Morrison—in many instances setting personal 
feelings aside. His fitness for the position has 
been conceded dy all, which has been 
demonstrated by the fact that through- 
Out these months of struggle no man 
on the other side, no matter now ditter his 
partisanship has been, has breathed one single 
utterance in disparagement of Mr. Morrison's 
ability and statesmansbip. The Government 
requires for the purpose of legislation that the 
Executive and Legislative branches shall be in 
harmony. We have been unswerving in our 
desire to do our part in the accomplishment of 
this end. We have felt throughout on this 
subject that no legitimate means should be 
neglected to bring it about. But events have 
changed the situation somewhat. I desire to 
say this: That, for the present at least, Mr. 
Morrison, with disinterested and unselfish mo- 
tives, and with patriotic desires to see the best 
interests of the Democrats of I[Iliinois sub- 
served, desires the withdrawal of his name as 
the nominee of the Democrats for the suffrages 
of this dody.“ 

Morrison stood surrounded by a group of his 
faithful followers, while Senator Duncan was 
speaking. At the conclusion of his rem 
there were cries of Nol No!” from some of 
the Democrats, but the majority remaimed 
silent. As the fourth ballot begun it was plain 
that some of the members were fearful of their 
newly found freedom, and did not want 
to put themselves on record just then. 
They scattered, generally complimenting 
some one at home. William Brown's 
friends took pains to see that he did 
not loom up too prominentiy at this 
juncture. The first break was made by Sena- 
tor Cloonan, who voted for Carter Harrison. 
„Change cars!“ called out Senator Mason from 
the Republican side, and there was a laugh all 
over the House. Most ot the other Senators 
showed a disposition to stick by Morrison, but 
Harrison got the votes of Duncan and Shum- 
way, while Daraell, Davis, Johnson, and Kelly 
voted for Brown. Congressman Townshend 
was -complimented by Organ and South- 
worth, while Streeter returned to his first 
love, Gen. Biack. The House members 
scattered even more.

Meantime the members were getting very 
tired anddungry, while most of the Democrats 
began to yearn for a: caucus. Their councils 
were divided, but it was finally decided to get 
a recess of the joint convention and bold a 
caucus preparatory to an all-night struggle. 
Crafts was notified what was expected of him 
in the chair, and, that be might carry out in- 
structions, was surrounded by the Democratic 
leaders. A motion was then made 
on the Democratic side that the joint 
convention take a recess till 7:30 in the 
evening. Fuller and other Republicans ob- 
jected, but the Chair would not listen to them. 
Prompted by Haines, Crafts refused a cali for 
the yeas and nays and also for a division of the 
House. He deciared the motion for a recess 


carried on a viva voce vote, and the notice of 


a Democratic caucus at 6 o'clock was given. 
Subsequently the House refused to adjourn to 
7:20 or ten minutes before the joint session. 


The adjournment of the House was made till 


tomorrow, and this at once paved the way for 
a row, the Senate baving made its adjournment 


till 7:25 in the evening. 


A DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS. 
After the recess of the joint convention the 
excitement ran very high. Morrison went to 
bis room at the Leland, where he received a 
great many visiters. Among these was W. C. 
Goudy, who bad just got in from Chicago. 
Meanwhile the Democrats for revenue only

This was the view 
taken by Morrison’s closest friends, 
THE NIGHT SESSION. 

When the joint convention reconvened at 
7:30 in the evening every nook of the House 
chamber was crowded with interested specta- 
tors. There was a feeling of intense uncer 
tainty, and every move was watched with in- 
terest. When Capt. Weaver, the new member 
from the Thirty-fourth District, appeared in 
the rear of the ball, surrounded by Republic- 
an friends, there was a very perceptible feel- 
ing Of uneasiness among the Democrats. They 
knew that he had the Governor's certificate, 
and they were fearful that the Republicans 
might insist on his right to be sworn in as a 
member of the House and to take part in the 
joint convention. It was not the in- 
tention of the Republicans to answer the roll- 
call, but several members did go inadvertently, 
and the call showed twenty-six Senators and 
seventy-nine Represeutatives present—a total 
of 105. When the Senatorial balloting beran 
Bell was the first of the Democratic Senators 
to answer. He carried out the program by an- 
nouncing his vote for Lambert Tree. The 
other Democratic Senators, including Streeter, 
followed suit. In the House, however, there 
were evidences that some of Morrison’s friends 
found it hard work to stomach Tree. Mo- 
Aliney, McNally, Patrick, Wear, and Prickett 


voted for Morrison, while Langford and Mar- 


shall cast their ballots for Postmaster Judd. 
Campbell of Hamilton voted for Congressman 
Townshend, and O’Shea for John R. Hoxie. | 
Haines did not vote. The result of the seventh 
ballot of the ote was: ;

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As soon as the result of the roll-call was an- 
nounced Fuller arose and said, amid great ex- 
citement: 

„Mr. Speaker, there fs a rule in the House, 
and I su it applies to the joint Assembly 
as well. only members are allowed on the 
floor. While I was over on the other side of 
the House a while ago 1 saw a man who is en- 
titled to the privileges of the floor but who 
was lobbying among the members. He is a 
lobbyist, and I overheard him making a propo- 
sition and trying to unduly influence the vote 
of a member of this House.“ 

[Cries ot Who is he?” Name him!” “Put 
him out!“! 

The excitement at this time bad reached the 
highest pitch. Members jumped from their 
seats, and all eyes were turned toward one cor- 
ner of the House, where stood Treasurer John 
Dunphy of Chicago, at whom Fuller was point- 
ing, crying out at the same time, There is 
the man.“ 

This was followed »y yells of “Put bim 
out!” Get out of here!” Dugpby, With his 
face flushed, stood looking fixedly at Fuller 
and chewing vigorously at the stump of a2 
cigar. Tom Merritt and several other 
Democrats had gathered around Dun- 
phy. The Democrats raised a ter 
rifle howl of dissent. The Democratic 
House officers would not raise a hand. Tom 
Merritt tried to talk, but the indignant Re- 
publicans would not listen. Fuller then got 
the floor and again demanded that the hall be 
clearea of all persons not entitied to remain 
there. It was time this attempt to elect a 
Senator by wholesale bribery be stopped. 

Haines thought if any persons bad been ad- 
mitted who ought not to have been it might be 
settied all right. 

Fuller-said if there was no other way of 
clearing the hail be would move an ad juurn- 
ment of the joint Assembly. . 

The Democrats said “Nol” “No!” and 
Haines said he would ask the Doorkeeper to 
look into it. 

Senator White then got the floor on tee ques 
tion of whether a roll-cail had been begun, 
and, if not, why a motion for adjournment 
would not bein order. If that would not suit 
he would move for a recess or a suspension of 
the roil-call, and continued to badger Haines, 
who insisted that only the roil-call was in or- 
der. After worrying the Democrats some time 
longer White said he had no objection to the 


— — 


‘roll-call proceeding. Dunphy continued to 


steadily smoke his olgar. Some of the Repub- 
licans demanded Dunpby’s removal. While 
this was going on Morrison was on the Demo- 
cratic side consulting with some of his close 
friends, who were not pleased at the turn of 
affairs. 

On the eighth ballot some of tne wanderers 
began to come in. Campbell of Hamiltoa, Mar- 
shall, Langford, and O’Sbea all deserting their 
first choive and voting for Judge Tree. Mor- 
rison’s friends, McAliney, McNally, and Pat- 
rick, did not vote at all on the first roll-call, and 
were surrounded by solicitous Democrats. 
Wear and Prickett left Morrison for Tree at 
once, but the three others were stubborn. 
Haines voted for Tree and then the three others 
swudg into line. This was on the 
verification of the roll Then Svnator 
Duncan asked a recall of the absentees.. 
Fuller protested, but Crafts—in the chair— 
directed the Clerk to proceed to call the ab- 
sentees for the second time on the same ballot.

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Des ‘Monves, Ta., May 14.—[Special.}—The 
leading Democrats of Iowa, particularly of 
the southern half of the State, are in a white 
heat of passion over Mr. Cleveland’s appoint- 
ment of United States Marsbal for the Soutb- 
ern District of lowa. The ring composed of 
the four Democratic Congresemen and a few 
other influential Democrats have tried to con- 
trol the Federal patronage of the State, hardly 
deigning to acquaint even Mr. Cleveland with 
their plans. At a recent conference in 
Chicago a slate was prepared which, 
it was announced, the President would 
ratify at the asking. To the great dis- 
gust of these self-appointed office-brokers, Mr. 
Cleveland bas smashed the slate to pieces in 
the first appointment be bas made. The ring 
recommended for United States Marsha: Ed- 
ward Campbell of Fairfield, a rank old Demo- 
crat but a life-long party worker, and it was 
confidently asserted by the bosses that bis ap- 
pointment was .assured, as Col. Root, the for- 
mor Marshal, bad resigned. Instead of eppoint- 
ing the man over wham the Demoorats of the 
State were quarreling, the President decided 
to take a new man, and 80 ap- 
pointed Mr. C. L. Williams of Keokuk, 
a representative of the younger Democ- 
the State, but a man well 
qualified for the place. Nearly all the leadjng 
Democrets of Keokuk bad indorsed him as 
worthy of any Federal position which the Ad- 
ministration could give, and he was strongly 
indorsed by influential friends in the Eagt, in- 
cluding one or more members of the Cabinet. 
But it was not the appointment of the ring, 
and so the bosses were determined to make war 


upon the President. Petitions to have the ap- 


pointment revoked and given to Campbell are 
being circulated in this city, and several pro- 
tests have already been sent to Washington. 
The bosses opéuly announce their determination 
to fight the President to the bitter end, and 
declare that if be can get along without their 
belp he shall have a chance to try the experi- 
ment. The people generally are well pleased 
with the appointment of Wiiliams, and are giad 
to see the discomfiture of the selfish and arro- 
gant ring that has controlled the Democratic 
party of Iowa for many years. Public senti- 
ment is generally with Mr. Cleveland, even 
though the leaders threaten to make the biggest 
row in the Democratic party ever known in 
Iowa; and from what. is known of Mr. Cleve-

| 1 Ky., Mar I4.— [Special.] — The 
Kentucky Derby, the event of the year in 
Southern and Western racing, was won today 
by Joe Cotton in 2:87%, Bersan second, and 
Tenbooker third. That the Kentucky Derby is 


to the American racing public what that of 


Epsom is to Boglish lovers of the thorough- 
bred horse needs scarcely to be told, and there 
are few people who do not know that a Derby 
is a race for 3-year-olds, and that the common 
distance for an event of this character 


.is a mile and a balf. As in England, 40 


in America, the b whose owners have 
hopes ot sinning the blue-ribbon of 
the turf are nominated for the stakes when 
yearlings, and, of course, before anything can 
be known ¢oncerhing their speed or stamina, 
the fact that they are well Dred, or, in other 
words, come ot families whose members have 
won races, being all that the ambitious turf- 
man has to gd upon when entering his yearling 
in a race which will not be run until two years 
after the nomination {s made, and upon which 
entry he must make payments at certain times, 
the total amount whick it costs to make a colt 
eligible to Derby honors being $100, and to the 
gross sum produced by all the ontrance 
fees the Jockey Club adds $1,500. Of these 
stakes and the’ added money tte winning ani- 
mal takes all. but $200, that amount going to 
the second horse. As the entries number from 
forty to seventy-five each year it will be seen 
that the winner lands a small fortune for his 
owner, even when the item of betting, which is 
an important one, i¢ not considered, But, 
with very few exceptions, the men who own 
race-horses also bet on them, and, as 
large portion of the general public is 
likewise inelined to speculate, what is 


known as the Derby market is made about 


six months before the race is run, and its fluct- 
vations are watched with as much -interest by 
the betting men and chronicled with the same 
faithfulness dy the various sporting journals 
as are those of the grain and stock markets by 
another set of newspapers and gambiers. Of 
course, the colt or filly of all those entered in 
the Derby that bas run most successfully as a 
2-year-old ig the favorit for the race, and the 


next best -performer is given second place, 


Every hors@ inthe race will have bacxers half 
a year before the occurrence of the event 
which decides these bets, and in every large city 
the bookmakers are laying the current odds 
against ang named auimal winning. These 
odds vary greatiy, ranging from five to one 
against a colt that as a 2-year-old showed speed 
and staying qualities, to fifty to one against 
another thet is known to be shaky on its legs 
or otherwis@unfitted for a botly-run race of a 
mile and a half against the best thoroughbreds 
that the land ou produce, And 80 the betting 
goes on all winter, and,when the warm days of 
spring come and the Derby candidates begin 
taking the gallops which are to key them 
up for “great event in May, the 
movements Of gachone are watched by an 
army of touts; who carefully note every move 
that is made aud utilize the knowledge thus 
obtained for their own benefit and that of their 
patrons—for | tout bas from five to fifty 
customers, who bet their money on bis sup- 
posed superion judgmeat and intormation, 
Pretty soon themumber of probable starters in 
the Derby begige to grow smaller —- weak tend- 
ens develop colt, lack of speed in an- 
other, and Gefeptive lung power in a third--so 
that of the seventy-five or so original entries

when a wondefful 2-year-old like Hindoo, that 
is entered in the Derby of the following spring,

It is all that’ bas made the Kentucky Derby 
such a historigaurf event. It was establ‘sned 
in 1876, the first winner being Aristides, ** the 
red borse,’’ and among the beaten ones on that 
oceasion was Ten Broecs, that afterwards 
made the best records at one, two, 
three, and four wiles. Aristides was 
the property of Price MeGrath, a _ turf- 
man whose @olors were to be seea at 
every mee of prominence, while Ten 
Broeck was owned by Frank Harper, a nephew 
ot the famous old John Harper, whose journey 
from Kentucky to the East to beat Harry Bas- 
sett with Longfellow and the memorable races 
bet ween those horses are still fresh in the minds 
of rage-goers. Both Aristides and Ten Broeck 
are in the stud now, and their sons and daugh- 
ters are racing against each other, as did their 
sires of old. Of the other Derby winners, Hin- 
doo, who carried of the honors in 1831, 
is- probably the dest known, on account 
of his long lit of victories on East- 
ern race-tracks while owned by the Dwyer 
Brothers of Brooklyn--a couple of butchers 
who, ip spite of the protests of their wives and 
the advice of the parish priest, invested a few 
hundred dollars of their savings in a race- 
horse, and have grown immensely rich by their 
turf operations: Day Star, the Derby winuer 
of 1878, was afterwards reduged to the level of 
a second-rate steeplechaser, and Lord Murphy, 
that was first under the wire in 1879, doing the 
distance in 2:87, the fastest Kentucky Derby 
on record, met even a worse fate, as, 
after being sent to Eogiand by 
Jim Keene, be became utterly useless 
and was sold at auction for $50 to do duty in 


the shafts of a London cab. The famous ; 


Parole, that afterwards showed England what 
a * Yankee” ‘eould do by winning nearly all 
the important handicaps on the British turf, 
went from New York to Louisville when 3 
years old to wim the Derby for his owner, a 
rich tobacco merchant named Pierre Lorillard, 
but could not do it, In 18682 the Dwyers, fol 
lowing Loriliand’s example, sent Runnymede 
to Kentucky tewapture the Derby Stakes, but 
Apollo, a colt that cunping Green 
Morris had trained 80 slyly that 
no one but bis owner and 
rider knew bat good he was, beat the Brook» 
lyn colt and carried consternation into the 
camp of the betting meu. In 1833 Leonatus, 
a colt that had not been much thought of early 
in the season, won easily, and last year Buch- 
Anan, a big thoroughbred that was known to 
be fast, but that in his previous races nad 
boited, was piloted to victory by Isaac Mur 
phy, “the colored Archer.

OUR WHEAT SURPLUS. 

A good many writers on cereal topics are 
now amusing themselves, if not their read- 
ers, by trotting out estimates of the quantity 
of wheat yet available from our last crop and 
previous reserves. The Government figures 
for March gave the quantity then as only 
about 169,000,000 bushels. If this estimate 
were approximately correct we should have 
very little wheat on hand now besides that 
in actual sight and known as the visible sup- 
ply. But the careful observer of the situs- 
tion from one year to another is pretty sure 
that such figures can be of but little value. 
It is open to serious * om if the crop esti- 
mates of quantity raised in any one year are 
worthy of credence except as approximations, 
which may be in error by a large percentage, 
and chiefly of use in showing increase or de- 
crease. That they are of great value in the 
latter respect no one will deny, That they 
are likely to be very close to the truth as 
statements Of absolute quantity will appear 
improbable when We consider the magnitude 
of the ground to be covered by the statisti- 
cian and the diverse character of the material 
he has to deal with in coming to his conclu- 
sions. 

A careful survey of the situation warrants 
the inference that there is remaining on hand 
in the United States wheat enough to supply 
our current rate of constimption and export 
for fully two months after the time of next 
harvest. Perhaps it would be nearer the 
mark to say three months instead of two, but 
all would depend upon the closeness with 
which the farmers might be expected to 
sweep out their bins under a pressure to sell 
as much as possible, And that Would alto- 
gether depend upon the inducement offered. 
Under ordinary circumstances it is practically 
impossible to empty them all over the eoun- 
try, and nothing short of a general famine 
would do it. The sume is true of other 
grain, but especially of corn, whicl) may 
seem to be exhausted and yet turn out sev- 
eral hundreds of millions of bushels under 
such a pressure as we experienced last year. 
Such a reservé as we have indicated to be 
probable, added to the quantity which may 
fairly be expected from the crop of this year, 
would form an aggregate fully equal to our 
ordinary requirements for home consumption 


and export for twelve months. This is as 


much as it is safe to say and all that needs 
to be said in satisfaction of .a reasonabie 
curiosity about our food prospects. To go 
much beyond that is to attempt the im i- 
ble, which it is never wise and not always 
safe to do. 


THE ILLINOIS FISH COMMISSION. 

The printed copy of the last annual report 
of the Illinois State Fish Commission makes 
a very creditable showing of the work in that 
department. Besides the report of the com- 
mission the volume is profusely illustrated 
with pictures of various varieties of flsh 
which flourish in the lakes, rivers, and brooks 
of this State, contains u catalog of. Iiffnois 
streams, a detailed statement of the distribu- 
tion of carp, an account of the native fishes 
of Illinois prepared by Dr. Forbes, Professor 
of ZoBlogy in the Lilinois Industrial Univer 
sity, and another elaborate paper from the 
same source on the food of fishes. Every one 
who has the opportunity to look over this 
book will be impressed with a higher idea of 
the Fish Commission’s work in this State 
than he entertained before. 

The chief work of the commission is the 
rescue of native fish from low water and flat

WHO I8 RESPONSIBLE? 

The agitation of the question Who is respon- 
sible for the bad appointmeiits ? grows more 
attive day by day in Democratic circles. The

Poundmaker’s Indians Pounce Upon a Sup- 
ply-Train Near Battleford and 
Oapture It, 


WiInNtr IG, Man., May 14.—|Special.}—More 
particulars are arriving of the fight at Ba- 
toche. Tbe brilliant dash of the volunteers, 
ending in the utter routing and dispersing of 
the rebels, is fully confirmed. Col. Straubenzie 
led the infantry into the attack and gallantly 
led the Royal Grenadiers in the bayonet 
charge. The rebels fought with great pluck, 
but could not resist the impetuous 
rush of the volunteers, Who ‘fought 
like veterans. The General several 
times praised the action of the men. 
Monkman, one of Riel’s council, was found 
chained. He said it was Gone because be 
would not consent to Risl’s authority. The 
rebel loss is exceedingly heavy. Riel and 
Dumont have escaped down the river.

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND'S SISTER PERMA- 
NENTLY RETIRES FROM THE CAPITAL—A 
REPORTED DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THEM 
LEADS TO’ HER SUDDEN DEPARTURE—AT 
HER HOME IN HOLLAND PATENT. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 12.—I[Dispaton to 

New York Morning Journal.|—The reason why 

Miss Cleveland has left the White House just. 

at this most pleasant time of the year in the 

National Capital bas been suspected for a fort- 

night, but has received corroboration only 

within the last tew days. She left the city in 
the evening suddenly, and without announce 
ment to the Cabinet ladies or to those who are 
named among her calling acquaintances. Ac 
companied by her friend, Miss Van vechten, 
she took a night train to New York, having 
carefully directed the servants who knew of 
ber departure to be silent to inquiries as to her 


destination. ‘ 
In New York she went to the home of an old 


friend, Miss Nelson, who lives in a quiet way 
in the upper part.of the city. This lady is an 
intimate friend, and nas been in the habit of 
exchanging visite with Miss Cleveland every 


summer. 
It was given out bere that Miss Cieveland 


would return to Washington in a week at most. 
This statement came from the President, and 
it was said in connection with it that the trip 
to New York was only for the purpose of doing | 
a little shopping. 

Soon after Miss Cleveland’s departure Col. 
Lamont and his family were invited over from 
the Arlington to be the White House guests 
while Miss Cleveland was away. Some days 
later it was announced in a semi-autboritative 
way that the Lamonts would not be permanent 


guests at the White House, but would go back 
to the Arlington as soon as Miss Cleveland re- 
tu rned. N 55 

All this struck society people as being very 
strange, but it was credited up to the Jeffer- 
sonian simplicity that reigns so visibiy in 
White House affairs nowadays. Heretofore 
the ladies of the mansiou have been matrons 
with the incumbrances of children, and they 
were not able to leave at a moment's notice 
and go off to New York traveling in the free 
manner of a person in the state of single- 
blessedness. This fact also excused the pe- 
culiarity of the affair. 

The real fact now appears that Miss Cleve- 
land has left the White House for good. As the 
Scoteh say, There are wigs on the green.“ It 
is surmised that the Chief Magisirate and his 
maiden sister bave had a difference, and the 
White House surroundings are strewn with 
signs of it. 

lt is known to a few near friends of the fam- 
fly that, when Miss Cleveland came to the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion, it wae with a definit, clearly- 
expressed understanding that she was to be re- 
spected in her principles of hfe, and that cer- 
tain things that Mr. Cieveland had been in the 
havit of doing he was hereafter not to do. 

The White House code was to be laid down 
by Miss Cleveland, and Mr. Cleveland was to 
obey it. The temperance question was part of 
this understanding. Naturally enough, the 
President has broken through the agreement 
somewhere. As he is a person of mind and 
will as well as Miss Cleveland, he stood by his 
babits and Miss Cleveland stood by her princt- 
ples, the result being that she resorted to her 
only means of defense—to leave the White 
House and subject the President to the un- 
pleasant task of explaining matters if thoy 
should become pubiic. . . 

So it is that the late lady of the White House 

has been in New York a week, and 1s now back 
in her old home at Holland Patent, N. Y. The 
notice given the matter here bas been adroitily 
worded by the sources that gave the local pa- 
pers their information, and the public has been 
‘prepared to hear without surprise that the 
President's sister would not return to Washb- 
ington until fail. When fall came the an- 
nouncement would be easy enough that she 
would not come to Washington for the winter, 
but some ther of the President's sisters would 
do the honors of the White House for the sea- 
son. 
It is clear that the President intends, with 
his usual independence, to live in Washington 
much as he did in Albany. and bis critics and 
the gossips may say and do as they please. He 
reasons that his pipe and his bow! are matters 
of his own, and not the people's. As long as 
he gives the country good government that is 
all the public has a right to expect of him. 

Miss Cleveland has avery pleasant bome in 
Holland Patent. She rents part of the old home- 
stead which the Presbyterian peopie gave her 
mother at her father’s death, and so bas a re- 
spectabie little income. The village is one of 
the prettiest in that northern country. On all 
sides are delightful wooded drives and walks, 
and Miss Cleveiand is a confirmed pedestrian. 
She is known to the country over as a lover of 
the woods and flelds, and wherever she goes she 
meecs friends; yet Washington is also a very 
beautiful piace at this time of the year. 

People about the White House nowadays 
allude to Mrs. Lamont as the present lady of 
the White House.” 

The Lamonts tonight, and as often as neces- 
sary, have their friends dine with them, as 
much as if they were in their own home. 


THE ENGLISH CRISIS, 


VIEWS OF MR. CHAMBERLAIN—FEATURES 
OF OUR BOASTED CIVILIZATION THAT, 
ARE NOT PLEASANT TO DWELL UPON. 
Ata recent dinner of the Eighty C:ub in 

London, Mr. Chamberlain made a iong speech 

on “The Crisis.“ After dwelling at some 

length on the Afghan dispute from the Liberal 
standpoint, Mr. Chamberlain said that in conse- 
quence of recent elgctorai reforms the people 
at large in Great Britain have or will become 
the true source and depositary of power, and 

Whigs, Tories, and Radicals alike will have to 

recognize their masters and obey their man- 

dates. Mr. Chamberlain did not, however. 
coasider the present social condition entirely 
satisfactory. He said: 

Just behold one or two features of our boasted 
civilization. It is perfectly true that political 
economy has every reason to be satistied with it- 
self. The aggregate wealth of the country has in- 
creased in a degree and, proportion for which the 
most sanguine of our predecessors was not in the 
slightest degree prepared, The accumulation of 
capital bas been enormous. The progress of sci- 
ence und invention has multiplied our comforts 
and has increased our luxuries. Trade has ad- 
vanced with giant strides out of all proportion to 
our population. That is one side of the picture. 
But continuously concurrent with that there has 
been always 1,000,000, or nearly 1,000,000, of per- 
sons in receipt of parish relief. There are more than 
a million others who are on the verge of pauperism, 
and who in times of depression like these, at any 
moment of bad trade, are subject to the most des- 
perate privations. <A whole class, the class of the 
agricultural laborers of this country, are never 
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to carry out & vast coliperative syste 

‘aid and support, to lessen the inequalities of our 
social system, to raise the standard of all classes 
in the community. 1 believe that in this way 
alone you can equalize the conditions of men and 
limit the extremes which now form so great 
a blot upon our social system; and there- 
tore, gentlemen, the genera! principles to 
which, in conclision, I invite your attention are 
these: In the first place I urge upon you & full rec- 
ognition of the magnitude of the evils with which 
we have to deal. In the second place, | insist on 
the rights of those who suffer to redress. And, in 
the third place, I assert the duty of society as a 
whole to secure the comfort and the welfare of all 
ite individual members. And as a consequence of 
this, in the second pluce, I desire to submit to you 
tlint it belongs to the authority and to the duty of 
the State—that is to say, of the whole people acting 
through their chosen representatives, and utiliz- 
ing for this purpose all local experience and local 
organization—to protect the weak, to provide for 


| the poor, to redress the inequalities of our social 


system, to alleviate the harsh conditions of the 
struggle for existence. and to raise the average 
enjoyment of the majority of the population. 

Mr. Chamberlain was the recipient of a vote 
of thanks at the close of his speech, which was 
received with marked attention and frequently 
interrupted with prolonged cheers.

THE MICHIGAN ASSEMBLYMEN PASSA BILL 
OVER THE GOVERNOR'S VETO—OTHER IM- 
PORTANT TRANSACTIONS. 

LANSING, Mich., May 14.—[Special.|—The 
House passed the bill for minority representa- 
tion in stock companies over the Governor's 
veto today by a vote of 72 to 18. The House 
also passed Senate bills suspending for five 
years the operation of a law relative to a spe- 
cific tax on gold, silver, and lead ores, and 
amending the law relative to the finspection of 
jails; also the Senate joint resolution extend- 
ing the time for the completion of the Mar- 
quette, Houghton & Ontonagon Railroad. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee reported 
adversely the House bill amending the law 
relative to interest on installments or written 
contracts. The Senate refused to pass a reso 
lution directing the Committee on Public 
Health to investigate and report as to the 
effects of oleomargarine and butterine on pub- 
lic heaith, and to reconsider the vote whereby 
all after the enacting clause was stricken out 
of the Hawiey bills making the liquor laws less 
stringent. The entire afternoon was passed in 
Committee of the Whole discussing the Ford 
bull to restore capital punishment. The dis- 
cassion wili be resumed tomorrow. The bill 
will not pass, as the vote will stand 16 to 16 
This is a foregone conclusion.

The Western roads have at last succeeded in 
settling all their difficulties. The impending 
trouble with Jay Gould’s Missouri Pacific was. 
averted by giving that road an increased pereent- 
age of the Omaha business. Thefive pool agree- 
ments have been signed by all the roads and they 
will be put into effect next Monday. As already 
stated, they are fixed for one year from Dec, 31 
next, with six months’ notice of withdrawal there- 
after. Itis the opinion of the managers of the 
various roads that the agreements will be carried 
out faithfully until they expire by limitation, about 
two years from now. They all seem to be greatly 
delighted that the troubles are over, and they ex- 
pect to show better earnings hereafter.“ 

No material changes in the agreements as first 
framed were made; the only alteration of conse- 
quence was the change of the name of the new 
pool. The name agreed upon last week was The 
Missouri River Passenger Association.” This was 
changed to The Western Freight Association.” 
The first thing taken up for consideration by the 
Managers yesterday morning was wie demand of 
the Missouri Pacific for a percentage of the Omaha 
local business and also of the Union Pacific busi- 
ness West from Omaha. As stated yester- 
day, under the tripartite agreement the Mis- 
souri Pacific received but 8 per cent of the Omaha 
business, but Trame- Manager Olds of that road 
Claimed thas 8 per cent was not enough, and for 
that reason had gone out of the tripartite last Jan- 
uary. Under the old Iowa pooling agreement, he 
claimed, his road received 10 per cent of the Oma- 
ha business, besides a fair share of the Union Pa- 
cific’s business at that point. He insisted that his 
road was entitled to at least 12 per cent, and 
thought by active competition it could secure con- 
siderable more. The other roads were notinclined 
to give so large a share of the business to Gould’s 
road, but, for the sake of harmony and to prevent 
further complications and rate-cutting, they were 
willing to make some concessions. After a lengthy 
and animated discussion, it was agreed 
to give the Missouri Pacific 11% 
per cent of the local Omaha business, 
the Missouri Pacific agreeing, in consideration 
therefor, to waive all claims for a share et the 
Union Pacific’s Nebraska business. If it takes any 
business from points west of the Missouri River, it 
is to be deducted from its regular Omaha percent- 
age. It also agreed to add to its rate 
to and from Omaha the amount of the 
bridge toll between Council Bluffeand Omaha. The 
question was then considered what percentage of 
the Omaha business proper should be allowed the 
Kansas City, St. Joe & Council Bluffs, and the Chi- 
cago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha Roads to pre- 
vent them from competing tor that business. 
After considerable discussion it was agreed to give 
each of these roads 5 per cent. This takes 
21446 per cent out of the general pool on local 
Omaha and Councii Bluffs business, which leaves 
7844 per cent te be divided among the four regular 
Council Bluff lines—Northwestern, Burlington, 
Rock Island, and Wabash.

EAST-BOUND PASSENGER TROUBLES, 


The officers of the roads running east from this 
city held another meeting yesterday at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel to consider the east-bound passenger 
troubles, all the roads, including the Chicago & 
Atlantic, being present. Mr. C. K. Lord of the Bal- 
timore & Ohic was also on hand. in answer to the 
charges that the Niagara Falle Short Line, which 18 
virtually controlled by the Baltimore & Ohio, had 
helped to cause the existing demoralization of 
east—bound passenger business by cutting the ra:es 
Mr. Lord stated that the Niagara Falls Short Line 
had simply followed the example of the other 
roads, especially those that have been most vehe- 
ment in their denunciation of the Niagara Falls 
Short Line. He caused a sensation by 
the statement that even such reliable roads as the 
Lake Shore and Pennsylvania and Fort Wayne had 
deen selling tickets through scalpers at cut rates 
and even corrupted a woman who keeps a scalping 
office on Canal street to do the cutting for them. 
In proof of what he said be produced tickets over 
every line running east from this city which had 
been purchased by him at a rate of from $1.50 to 
$2 less than agreed rates. He thought people liv- 
ing in glass houses ought not to throw stones. No 
one more earnestly desired the maintenance of 
paying rates than he, but he wanted to see agree- 
ments honestly maintained. This settled 
the matter as far as the 
aguinst the Niagara Falls 
were concerned. An effort was then made to get 
the various roads to agree to maintain a uniform 
rate on the basis of $18.50, Chicago to New York, 
but the Chicago & Atlantic would not join in any 
arrangement at present, being of the opinion that 
such an agreeement would amount to nothing, 
The Manager of the road said that the old lines 
were virtually cutting rates by making a cutin 
time and offering superior facilities. When bis 
road had perfected arrangements to furnish equal 
facilities he would join in any fair agreement for 
the maintenance of rates, but not until then. The 
Chicago & Atlantie officials then retired and the 
Officials of the other roads repaired to Chairman 
Moore’s office to see if they, could not arrange to 
maintain an $18.50 ratecwithout the codperation of 
the Chicago & Atiantic. After a long discussion it 
was decided to make an earnest effort to keep up 
the present rates.

Coast Passenger Agreement at San Francisco tried 
the charges brought by the General Agent of the 
Rock Island against the Burlington and Missouri 
Pacific Roads for cutting passenger-rates in viola- 
tion of the agreement. The charges were sus- 
tained and the penalty. proyided for such violation 
was imposed on the offending roads. 

The Western railroad connections of Boston 
have for some time granted that city the same rate 
to the West that New York enjoyed, but have not 
given like favors on their eastward-bound freight, 
excepting when intended for export. There are 
indications that this discrimination will be entirely 
abolished. The new rate may hurt weak roads, 
but the strong roads can stand it, and it will be of 
great advantage to the City of Boston. 

The following is the statement for February of 
the railroads mentioned: Southern Pacificof New 
Mexico—Gross earnings, $56,711; operating ex- 
penses, $24,680; net earnings, $32,030. Southern 
Pacific of Arizona—Gross earnings, $157,516; oper- 
ating expenses, $60,153; net earnings, $77,362.

Mexican Government officials say that the con- 
cession to the Mexican National Railroad is in seri- 
ous danger of forfeiture. According to Art. 4 of 
the company’s moditied contract of Jan. 11, 1883, 
the company bound itself to deliver 500 kilométres 
of finished road to the Government in 
two years. By the same article it was 
Stipulated that 200 kilometres were to be on the 
Matamoras & Monterey line, on which line work 
was not to be suspended. The time for compliance 
with this contract was to begin Jan. 11, 1883, and 
the 500 kilométres were to have been delivered Jan. 
1l of this year. This was not done, only 100 kilo- 
metres on the Matamoras 4 Monterey line bemeg 
delivered. The company’s concession now depends 
upon the forbearance of the Mexican Government. 

The California lines have made a proposition to 
the Pacific coast lines (roads between Missouri 
River and Chicago) to be permitted to make special 
contracts On seaboard business at reduced rates, 
in order to meet the competition by the Bastern 
trunk lines. This arrangement they say will not 
affect the revenue of the Pacific coast lines, as they 
will allow them their full proportion of the agreed 
through rates and stand all the reduction alone.

AN ADVAPCE OF RATES DEMANDED. 

One of the largest insurance companies in 
the United States bas just sent to its agents a 
circular which contains the following: 

“Thero has been no period since the great 
Chicago conflagration of October, 1871, when 
an advance in rates was more imperatively de- 
manded than at this very moment. The loss 
record for the last three years bas been simply 
appalling, the competition meanwhile being in- 
creased with a velocity which suggests stupid- 
ity ana ignorance as the inspiring cause, and 
the result is becoming apparent in the great 
number of companies that are retiring from 
the field and giving up the contest in disgust. 
The duty of the bour in an emergency like the 
present must be clear to every intelligent un- 
derwriter, and when we say that rates sbould 
be firmly maintained and a careful inspection of 
risks now carried as well as those newly of- 
fered be made we but voice the sentiment of 
honest property-holders themselves, who are 
just as much interested in these matters as the 

companies possibly can de.“ 
’ (hey are therefore instructed; 

„First To begin a thorough inspection of 
the risks now upon their books, to the end that 
sbould there be found any unworthy of pro- 
tection they may be promptly canceled: and 

**Secondly—To maintain the tariffs of rates 
given them from time to time by this office, 
and under no circumstances renew a risk be- 
low the rate paid last year (without special au- 
thority) or accept anew one below the figure 
last any other office.”’ 

A large quantity of the grain in Duluth ele- 
vators is owned by Chicago Board of Trade 
men, who are having a good deal of trouble in 
getting a sufficient amoynt of insurance to 
cover the value un account of the small line 
accepted by some of the companies and the re- 
tusal of others to write at all in that section of 
the country. 


A STAGE IRISHMAN’S TROUBLE. 
JOHN T. HINDS LOCKED UP ON COMPLAINT OF 
HIS WIFE.

THE -YOKEFELLOWS. 
SATISFACTORY REPORTS FROM VARIOUS 
BRANCHES. 

The Yokefellows’ and Christian Workers’ Al- 
liance, President A. A. Knight ot the Plymouth 
Congregational Church in the chair, met in 
Farweil Hall last night, there being a good rep- 
resentation from the various. churches and 
missions of the city. The alliance, which was 
organized Feb. 12 last, has for its object gen- 
eral evangelical, missionary, and Christian 
work, principally among tha, young. Reports 
were made by the Chairmen of the various 
deiegations of the work done. The Chicago 
Avenue Church sends out Yokefellows every

Westminster Church have a prayer-meeting 
every Monday night, and are also largely en- 
gaged in missionary work; the Stantou Avenue 
Church Sunday-acbool was falling off some- 
what because of a-lack of teachers, but the 
young people were very enthusiastic in evan- 
gelical work; in the Fourth Baptist Church a 
Yoketellows’ Alliance had been formed, in 
which the young people took a great interest; 
153 members had been added to the Ada Street 
Methodist Episcopal Church since Jan. 1, and 
the church was prosperous; the Sunday-school 
of the Emanuel Baptist Church numbered 700, 
the chureh membership 760; the Park Avenue 
Methodist Episcopal Church reported great 
enthusiasm among the young people, who 
hold two weekly meetings; the South Baptist

SECRETARY OF WAR ENDICOTT 
ON HIS WAY TO INSPECT THE FORT LEAVE 
WORTH MILITARY PRISON. 

W. C. Endicott, the Secretary of War, accom- 
panied by Col. T. F. Barr, Deputy Juage Advo- 
cate-General, and Adjutant-General Drum, ar- 
rived in Chicago yesterday morning over the 
Baltimore & Ohio on the semi-annual tour of 
inspection of the military prison at Fort Leav- 
enworth. The morning hours the Secretary 
passed at the military headquarters in the 
Pullman Building, and in the afternoon took 
an extended carriage ride about the city in 
company with his wife and daughter, who are 
making the trip with him. Upon their return 
to the Grand Pacific at 6 o’clock they received 
numerous calis from army officials and their 
wives up to the time of departure of the 10 
o'clock train over the Rock Island, to which 
President Cable's special car was attached for 
their occupancy. 

“This is my first visit to Chicago,” said the 
Secretary just before his departure, and I am 
pleased and surprised at the city. I am on the 
tour of inspection, which the law provides 
shail be made by the eommission twice a year, 
of the military prison at Leavenworth. As I 
could get away pow and was not so sure of my 
time later, I chose this time for my first visit.“ 

Is there any truth in the report that the 
War Vepartment contemplates the purchase of 
a tract of land near Chicago for a depot of mil- 
itary supplies for the Northwest?“ 

No,“ he replied, * there is not. The man- 
ner in which that rumor got abroad was by 
some Chicago speculator writing to Gen. Han- 
cock, who was at the time in Atianta selecting 
a site for an arsenal in accordance with an act 
of Congress, that Chicago offered a better site. 
As Congress had authorized no purchase of 
Chicago lands the specuiator wasted his efforts 
inendeavoring to get up a competition be- 
tween Chicago and Atlanta.“ 

The Secretary also denied that his trip had 
any connection with the Riel truubles in the 
Northwest Territory, such as preparing to 
keep Riel's supporters out of the United States 
in case they were defeated. 

The Secretary stands fully six feet in hight 
and wears a beavy mustache which appears to 
have been long ago siivered by age. He is 
cordial and free in conversation.

The fact that it 
bas almost paralyzed Mr. Horman’s ola 
creditors, that it has gained so much notoriety 
in business circles; and that it is altogether 
something to the credit of Chicago it 
worthy of being given in detail. 

For some time prior to 1874 Mr. Horman had 
a boot and shoe store at the corner of State 
and Lake streets, and he was one of the many 
who succumbed to the business depression of 
that period. His failure was for about 
$75,000, and his creditors, near ly 
whom lived in the East, readily 
agreed to a proposed compromise of 50 cents 
on the dollar. The composition was ratified by 
the courts and Mr. Horman legally released 
from all further obligation. He assured bis 
creditors, however, that he would pay them all 
to the last cent if it should ever be in his pow- 
er. Similar promises seem to be customary m 
such cases, so that, although Mr. Hormau had 
areputation for strict integrity, no creditor 
bad any idea of ever getting another dollar. 
After the compromise was completed Mr. Hor- 
man moved into a small store on Milwaukee 
avenue nearly opposit his present establish- 
ment, which is located at Nos. 350 and 352. He 
wus almost penniless, but his reputation was 


sufficient to procure him a new stock of goods 
on oredit. He worked hard and was largely 
helped by his sons and sons-in-law. Four years 
ago he moved into his present quarters. 
His business progressed satisfactorily during 
all this time, and every year he laid 
by a sum with which to pay off the old bank- 
ruptcy debts to his creditors in the East. After 
nearly eleven years’ waiting the time at last 
arrived when he was in a position to liquidate 
the old claims, and about four weeks ago he. 
started East, accompanied by bis son-in-law, 
Isaac Hansom, forthe purpose of huating up 
the old creditors and paying them off. During 
these eleven years many changes had taken 
piace, Some creditors bad died, and their wid- 
ows or heirs bad to be discovered. Some had 
dissolved partnership with former partners, 
and the outgoing partners or their heirs had to 
be found and paid their proper share. Natur- 
ally, Mr. Horman was enthusiastically received 
wherever be went, and he had plenty of volun- 
teers to assist bim in the work of locating his 
creditors.: The last of the money—about 838, 
000 in all was paid less than a week ago. 

Mr. Horman bas since been in receipt of an 
immense number of letters, most of them 
from grateful creditors, thanking him for his 
exceptional honesty. Most of the creditors 
express the utmost surprise and accept the 
money as a present, and a few say that it came 
atatime when their circumstances made it 
badly wanted. One creditor had died and ieft 
a widow and family in a rather destitute con- 
dition, and the unexpected eheck seemed to 
them as a Heaven-sent legacy. The following 
extracts from letters received from Mr. Hor- 
man’s old creditors will give an idea of the 
general feeling on the subject: * 

A. Currier & Son: “During our business 
experience of more than sixteen years you are 
the oniy party who has paid us anything after 
having obtained a composition.” 

John Macnair: Our appreciation of your 
act, which stamps you, as the Scotch poet has 
so aptiy and beautifully put it, An honest 
man, the noblest work of God,’ must be 
feeble and commonplace in comparison with 
the great personal gratification it must be to 
yourself and family.” 

George H. Burt & Co.: We were agreeably 
surprised today to receive from you a check 
for $500, which you do not owe us. At the 
time ot your financial difficulty in 1874, after 
the compromise was made, you said: ‘I shail 
pay, sometime, every dollar.“ We had full. 
confidence then in your integrity of purpose, 
but promises to pay under such circumstances 
have been rarely fulfilled in our experience.“ 

George L. Battelle: “You have made my 
old partner and myself a present of 
$800, and 1 don't know how to express my 
thanks. 1 have never known of a 
case where I received one cent after accepting 
the amount agreed on, and I am over 50. 
Why, when I reached home that night it 
seemed a dream, but this morning when I took 
the check from my pocket I was satisfied it was 
all true.“

Both the 
ex-President and ex-Treasurer are under crim- 
inal indictment on a charge of embezzie- 
ment. The civil suit was an action in assump- 
sit, brought to recover on the original bill the 
sum of $200,000, which sum the plaintiff rail- 
road set up had been misappropriated and em- 
bezzled by the defendant in his nineteen years’ 
management and financial administration of 
the Rutland Railroad Company. It is not likely 
that the criminal suit will be brought to trial.

Replanting. has been vigorousiy pushed 
and will be completed by the 


20th, There will be a slight falling 
off in the acreage in consequence of the over- 


flow, but 98 per cent of the original crop will 


be replanted. Muof of the replant is beginning 


to show above ground. In general, where the 
seed has germinated the stand is good, but the 
plant looks bad, being affected by the cool 
nights. The cool weather has also brought on 
the cut-worm, which is thinning out the stand. 
Farmers report labor plentiful, and plow stock 
in good condinon. All improved agricultural

happen to the crop will be through other 


causes than imperfect cultivation. North Ar- 
kansas reports an increase in the acreage of 4 


per cent.
